The Ju n k T rad e. 


[From the Boston Commercia) Bulletin I 


In the economy of nature nothing I* lost. 
Every particle, having sen e I Its purpose, re­ 
turns to Its original suite, ami takes its place 
In nature's vast storehouses, to lie a "aln trans­ 
mitted, through the agency of her delicate 
laboratories, lulu new and ever varying com­ 
binations. 
In the economy of trade, this savin" of ori­ 
ginal material lifter it has served its pur|H>se, 
Is partially paralleled through the agency of 
the junk dealer. 
Wx'de material of every description, the 
remnants of textile fabrics, metals and Fiery 
other commodity; worn out clothing, hats, 
ca|w, boots and every kind of wearitrtjapparel; 
tbc refuse of factories, inclutlini; all |ioition.t 
of raw material not adapted to the ►jH'cial 
manufactures there carried on; rope, sails, 
and every part of a ship’s rijf which has serv­ 
ed its allotted purpo e; old book*, newspapers, 
and clipping* from binderies and printing offi­ 
ces; rubls-r blanket*, which, after has in" l»e<ii 
us«<i us tent, poncho, mid bona* blankets, are 
a t lo*t discard* d os “worn out," these and a 
host of other article* whose variety delies 
enumeration, arc what meet the eye of the 
•Hardier after facts in the din") lofts of our 
Junk dealers. 
WHERE tT COMES FROM. 


Through the agency of the wholesale deal *r, 
Hie jobber and the retailer, the prix lur ta of 
our factories mid mills, mid those of foreign 
laud*, are distributed to every village and 
ham.et in the country. 
There they serve their 
purpose, aud having fullillcd it, urn cast aside. 
Clothing goes iuto the rag-bag, while articles 
of metal and other aul if ta nee* are stowed 
away in some ol we tiro corner, until some day 
a peddler or buyer of Junk comes that way, 
mod for a tri.le ouy* what, in his eyes, liana 
far higher vulue than the seller puts upon it. 
If it Is) in the country, and the boyer a pedler, 
his bright till pans, or handsome gfasg-ware 
take the thrifty housewife's eye*, und elm 
deems herself fortunate mid shrewd in trade, 
lf, in exchange for some such prize, sin* ouly 
bas to give the bag of old rugs which have 
(Mien in ber way, and of no use to any one 
but all junk is not rags, nor does u!l come 
from farmhouses. 
Tin* remnants of the mu 
terial use-1 iii every branch, of manufacture 
come Into the Junk dealer's hands, und by 
shorter route than those parts consumed, for 
manufacturers sell Immediately to the junk 
Bleu, ami often derive » very cnnsidcraUr 
aunt, enough, in Borne cases, to go far toward 
payiug rent und other incidentals, from this 
source. 
WOOLEN HAO* 
as they conia in from the peddlers, oompri** 
every variety of fabric that it is |s»ssible to 
produce from wool, front a coarse und harsh 
carpet to the buist and softest product of the 
loom. 
These are piled up lu huge bcu;>a upou 
the warehouse floor, and women and girl* 
whose wages average (rom four to five dollar* 
• week, attack them on all side's, sud “sort 
them out no less than ten grade*, each of 
which has a special use and un established 
value. 
The greater part of these are mauu 
factum l into “shoddy," and as this is u word 
concerning which a genemI misapprehension 
exults, it may be well to devote a |»urugruph 
to its consideration. 
SUOODY 
is, pct haps, the hest abused material Iii list'. 
Ho fur from being a mere ►limn, and a |*>or 
substitute for wool, it is, iii reality, a valuable 
material, and enters, in certain proportion* 
Into the coinjioeilion of nearly all cloth. 
It is 
not, a* is generally supposed, woolen rugs 
ground to a {lew der, and worked into Die cloth 
to give it weight, bat wool fibre, coml-csI oat 
of wool rubrics by a peculiar process, and. 
mixed with u new wool when tim latter is 
carded, is Mpun with it, and Anally becomes a 
compcucut part of cloth. 
Thus, by mixing a due proportion of lim* 
grade of shoddy or wool libre with new wool 
ut a < nurser grade, a substantial yet soft and 
handsome fabric eau lie produced and sold at 
a moderate price; while the same thing, with 
line, high cost wool in the place of the much 
reviled “shoddy,” would cost fur more and 
posse's* little more value, so far as wear and 
appearance are concerned. 


COTTON AND LINEN RAGS 
are sorted with equal care. 
They are the 
principal source of paper making material, 
und are In constant demand. 
Used alone, 
they make the highest grades of jtajier, while 
in combination with varying proportions • ’ 
paper stock, they produce tile various grades 
of paper to be found in the market. 
Paper 
material may be used over and over again, 
provided always that a given amount of new 
rag stock is used, but H deteriorates in value 


with each process, owing to tho breaking and 
• -nsoqi ent shorting < f the libre, and, begin­ 
ning, say in the form of writing palier of tine 
quality, it passes successively through the 
various grades, and eventually is found in the 
shape of a coarse article, possessing little 
strrtigth and small value. 


OLD MET AU. 


Metals, of course, do not deteriorate by be 
ing fashioned into useful machines and uten­ 
sils, and therefore need hut the action of the 
melting furnace to bring them back to their 
normal condition, 
lienee scrap iron, lead, 
copper, zinc, tin, and other metal* ure in con­ 
stant demand, and re-enter speedily iuto the 
manufacture of new wares. 
I ii this case of wrought iron and steel, cer­ 
tain peculiar advantages pertain to tho old 
article which the new does not josses.*, ami 
hence they have a sjieciul vulue. 
Wrought 
scrap iron of various kind*, especially nail* 
aud other small articles, attain through tile 
proees*e* necessary for their production, a 
degree of tough ne** which the raw material, 
fresh from the |mddlers’ hands, does not have, 
and, added in due |iro|)oriion to tho raw jiro- 
duct, they give it superior excellence in these 
ref | loot*. 
Hence wrought scrap constitutes not merely 
an additional source from which wrought iron 
I* obtained, but a distinct element, necessary 
in the production of a high chis* of wrought 
iron, and without which it could not Ik* made, 
save at largely increased cost. 


OLD LEATHER. 
What becomes of all the old leather ? 
We 
know that Hie scraj)* and trimming* that fall 
from the shoemaker1* bench are collected mid 
sold, anil these Anally reach manufacturers of 
leather hoard, which, in cheuji shoes, are used 
to give thickness to a soh* which has but little 
real leather in it. 
Put w hat becomes of worn 
out boots anil shoes, and all other article* 
made' of leather which have la in cast aside as 
of no further use? 
It was in pur*uit of till* 
Expiry that we learned that worn out In so 
and belting arc cut up into roles for boots, 
and that the “uppers" of boots ami shoes 
whereof the solos have become demoralised, 
are carefully separated, subjected to various 
processes which make them take on the sem- 
b'ance of newness, and are then trimmed all 
round, leaving tftem sufficiently large to make 
the “upjiors" for smaller feet than they covprod 
before. 
Thousand.* of such “ upjta*” are 
marketed annually, and it i* not safe for those 
who Guy their boots without regard to the 
standing of the dealer*, to assume that their 
understandings are ngw throughout. 


OLO REBBER. 
A fortune awaits the happy inventor who 
shall teach manufacturer* to restore old ruV 
ber to Hic condition in which it was before 
vulcanization, for, with that si'cret, there 
would he practically no consurnjiiion of this 
invaluable article. 
The thing h is liven done, 
and successfully, and we have ourselves s-x*n 
I i cch til vulcanized rubber po.-.-< -.'iii" great ( 
strength and efasticy, which wei* mime en­ 
tirely from 
old cur sjiring*; 
but it 
bus 
nevi r bren accomplished on a large seal *, and 
await.* tim enterprise and ingenuity of some 
new Goodyear to devolop it. 
Meantime, old rub! cr has it* usrs. 
By a 
system of steaming and pausing between rol­ 
lers, it U reduced to a sen I plastic state, and i 
in tb s eondition is used in combination with a j 
coarse fabric for he*'! st Ilion ing, a purpura to 
which it is admirably ada|>tcd, its water-|iroof 
qualities lieing of especial value, 
There I* in 
a neighlmring city a factory devoted entirely 
to this branch of manufacture, where several 
hundred tons of old rubber of all kin<Ls ure 
consumed annually. 
(Md rubber is also largely used to mix with 
new raw material in the manufacture of all 
kinds of rubier good*. 
It serves to give bulk 
and weight, and if it does not increase it cer­ 
tainly does not lessen the strength of th** 
fabric. 
It may also be mentioned that pow­ 
dered soapstone, wiiite lead, terru-ulba, and 
other heavy substances enter largely into the 
composition of almost ult rubber goods, the 
use of which becomes ajqiarout when it is re 
membered that they are generally sold by 
weight.

Henry Van Iioevenbcrgh, who lives 
near by, was badly burned while assisting the 
firemen, Gut not seriously. 
A basket of gro­ 
ceries was stolen from his residence during 
the tire. 
Rapid, Cokey and Welter Hose Citapanles 
of the eastern department went up to assist, iii 
a remarkably short time. Their arrival was 
greeted with hearty cheers. 
We were glad to 
see sucli gooJ feeling. 
All the firemen did 
their duty.
